Storms on the San. 


The velocity with which solar storms 


move is very great, and they sometimes 
extend over a, space several times aa 
large aa the whole of the earth's sur- 
face. 
In common parlance they are 


called ' 'sun spots,'' but as they are 
known to have a rotary motion exactly 
similar to terrestrial cyclones they may 
be regarded as true solar storms. It has 
been computed by eminent astronomers 
that these Sun storms move with the 
astonishing velocity of 120 miles per 
second, and we can best form an ade- 
quate conception of what the force of 
such a Storm must be by comparing it 
to an earth fctorm moving at 100 miles 
an hour, which is indeed a terrible hur- 
ricane. 
Carlington and Hodgson, the 


Enghbh astronomers, describe a sun 
storm which traveled 85,000 miles in 
five minutes, and in 1871 Professor 
Young of Cincinnati witnessed one that 
traveled 166 milts per second for 45 
minutes and constantly throw sheets of 
fiame and fiery matter to a height oi 
not less than 200, COO miles above the 
sun's disturbed surface!—St. Louis Re- 
public. 


Double Flowers. 


Nearly all tho ^oublo flowers of gar- 


dens wore first fcand wild. Double but- 
tercups, double i^-iinroses, double dai- 
sies, double roses and many other things 
were first discovered among their wild 
fellows and introduced into the gardena 
The florist, however, can produce dou- 
ble flowers. He watches this tendency 
in nature. 
If a flower usually has five 


petals, and he discovers that some of 
the stamens have somewhat of a petal- 
like character, the pollen is taken from 
these flowers and others in a normal 
condition fertilized with this pollen. 
The tendency, once started, is then giv- 
en to the progeny. Almost any species 
of plant will in this way be capable 
of producing double flowers. It is sur- 
prising that, with this knowledge, more 
attempts at this line' of improvement in 
ordinary garden flowers are not inada

The 
gripman obeyed, tho car moved on, and 
the paseengcvsleaned over the sides (they 
were summer cars), anxious for the fate 
cf the tlog, wolf, spook or whatever it 
may have been. It did not snarl and 
j urn p-on the front seat. It quietly moved 
away, went over to the sidewalk and 
waited — waited just long enough to have 
the train pass — then it returned to the 
slot, resumed its air of reflection and 
stood still.

The figures "30" 
were in blue everlasting flowers in the 
center, designating that the " last take" 
had come. 


A beautiful wreath, made up of snow 


balls, pausies, smilax, fern, honeysuckle 
and other flowers, was presented to the 
printers by R. Geise. 


The Knights of Pythias gave an ele- 


gant floral piece, representing a double 
triangle, emblematic of tho Order and 
the Eank to which George belonged. 
The colors of the Order, blue, yellow 
and red, were represented by flowers in 
each color at the points of the triangle, 
with tho mystic letters " F. C. B." and 
in the center "K. P." 


Edward Pueschell, formerly a com-

POWJIATAN'S TRIBE. 


LAST REMNANT EXISTS IN THE PA- 


MUNKEY INDIANS OF VIRGINIA. 


A Town of 800 Acres With 11O Inhabitant*. 


Proud of Their Lineage, They Accept 
White Persons as Equals, hut 'Will Have 
Nothing to Do With Negroes. 
How strange it seems that a remnant 


of the once powerful confederacy of 
Powhatan should actually exist at this 
day not so very far from "Washington? 
This last fragment of a nation, which, 
at the time of the landing of Columbus, 
occupied all of the region hereabout, 
including a large part of Virginia and 
Maryland, consists of about 110 individ- 
uals. They call themselves the Pamun- 
keys and dwell at what is known as "In- 
di an town," which is situated on and 
comprises the whole of a curiously 
shaped neck of land extending into Pa- 
naunkey river and adjoining King Wil- 
liam co'-uty, Va., on the south. The 
"town" consists of 800 acres and is al- 
most entirely surrounded by water, be 
ing connected with the mainland by a 
narrow strip. The comparative safety 
afforded by the situation in time of war 
is doubtless accountable for the presence 
of the tribe in this spot Very likely 
their survival is due to the protection 
thus given. 


On the death of Powhatan he was suc- 


ceeded by Opechancanongh, chief of the 
Pamunkeys. The tribe was at that time 
tho most powerful of the 80 warlike 
tribes which composed the confederacy. 
The entire nation had 2,400 warriors, 
and comprised about 8,000 individuals. 
Of this population 1,000 were of the 
Pamunkey contingent. 


Powhatan was a chief of remarkable 


valor and judgment. The confederacy 
organized under the direction of his 
savage genius was one of the most not- 
able among the many unions of native 
American tribes. 
The prominence of 


this aboriginal nation in the early his- 
tory of this country is partly due to the 
fact that Captain John Smith was a 
writer as well as an explorer. Opechan- 
canough himself was a man of unusual 
ability. • His leadership in the massacre 
of 1622 made him the most dreaded en- 
emy ev,er encountered by the colonists 
of that period. 


The Pamunkey Indians, whose dis- 


tinction it is to be the only Virginia 
tribe that has survived the encroachment 
of civilization, have excited the inter- 
est of the bureau of ethnology, which 
has issued a bulletin describing them. 


Oddly enough, their number has va- 


ried hardly at all during the last cen- 
tury. 
Jefferson, writing in 1781, esti- 


mated the population of Indiantown at 
100, and How, nearly 70 years later, 
placed it at the same figure. No mem- 
ber of the tribe is of full blood. While 
the copper colored skin and the straight, 
coarse hair of the aboriginal American 
show decidedly in some individuals, 
there are others whose origin would not 
be detected by the ordinary observer. 
There has been considerable intermix- 
ture of white blood and not a little of 
that of the negro, though the laws of 
the tribe now strictly forbid marriage 
with persons of African descent. 


The Pamunkeys have a great deal of 


race pride. Though they acknowledge 
the whites as equals, they consider the 
blacks far beneath their social level. 
Their feeling toward the negro is illus- 
trated by their recent indignant refusal 
to accept a colored teacher who was 
sent to them to conduct the free school 
which the state of Virginia provides for 
them. They are very anxious to keep 
their blood free from further mingling 
with that of other races, and how to ac- 
complish this purpose is a serious prob- 
lem of theirs, inasmuch as they recog- 
nize the danger of too frequent mar- 
riages within the pale of consanguinity. 
To obviate this difficulty the chief men 
have been trying to devise a plan by 
which they may induce immigration 
from tho Cherokees of North Carolina 


The Pamunkey Indians are not par- 


ticularly strong and robust, perhaps 
because of frequent marriages between 
relatives. They are temperate, moral 
and peaceable. There is good feeling 
between them and their white neigh- 
bors. They are exceedingly proud of 
their lineage and love to tell how brave- 
ly and stubbornly their forefathers re- 
sisted the encroachments of the whites. 
Opechancanough is their hero. They 
take great delight in reciting the famil- 
iar story of 1'ow this noted chief, when 
old and hu^m, was carried on a litter 
to battle that his presence might inspire 
his men to deeds of bravery. Aside from 
theix mode of subsistence, there is noth- 
ing peculiar in their manners and cus- 
toms unless it be an inclination to ex- 
cessive use of gaudy colors in their at- 
tire. Their homes are comfortable and 
well kept. They all belong to the Bap- 
tist denomination and attend church on 
tho reservation every Sunday. 


They obtain their living for the most 


part in true aboriginal style. 
Their 


chief occupations are hunting and fish- 
ing, primitive dugout canoes being used. 
Farming they do on a small scale, but 
for manual labor they entertain a truly 
aboriginal dislike, frequently hiring ne- 
groes to attend to their little truck 
patches. Considerable numbers of rac- 
coons, muskrats, otters and even deer 
are captored on the reservation. Tha 
skins are sold in Richmond and Balti- 
more as well as many of the fish they 
catch. They take shad, bass, herring 
and other fishes in large numbers by 
means of seinea 


In the autumn they hunt reedbirds in 


a very curious fashion. They have what 
they call a "sora horse," resembling a 
peach basket in size and shape and made 
of strips of iron. Before they had iron 
clay was utilized as the material. The 
"horse" is mounted on a pole stuck in 
the marsh or placed upright in a boat 
At night a fire is kindled inside it The 
light attracts the reedbirds, and they fly 
around it, while the Indians knock them 
down with paddles. Every year white 
hunters visit the reservation for the pur- 
pose of shooting reedbirds, employing 
the Pamunkeys as guides.—Washington 
Star.

AN ARTICHOKE IDYL. 


AN UNFAMILIAR VEGETABLE 
OVER 


WHICH EPICURES RAVE. 


The "Jerusalem" Kind Is Not the True Ar- 


ticle and la Used to Fatten Cattle—Mouth 
Watering Recipes Used by French and 
Creole Chefs. 
Just 56 years after Columbus discov- 


ered America a gastronomic genius iu 
the south of France discovered the arti- 
choko as a delicious dish of a saladic 
character. 
It was indeed a rather re- 


markable find or guess, for the plant 
bears a strong resemblance to the this- 
tle, and up to that date aiiy man who 
ate it ran the risk of being classed with 
that animal which enjoys thistles and 
knows how to bray. 


The portion of the artichoke generally 


eaten is the underside of the head be- 
fore the flower unfolds itself, or what in 
kitchen parlance is called the artichoke 
bottom. But the lower part of the leaves 
that join this base and contain about a 
fifth of a teaspoonful of edible and eas- 
ily digestible substance is equally prized 
by the wise. 
A common way of eating 


these bottoms after the head is removed 
from the plant and the body has been 
well boiled, like a cabbage, is to pull 
off the leaves and then eat the remain- 
der soused in salt and butter. 


But the French and the Creoles of 


New Orleans, where the artichoke is 
regarded with a kind of sentimental or 
affectionate appetite, frequently gather 
the heads when the bottom is no larger 
than a silver dollar and eat the lower 
end of the leaves raw, dipping them 
daintily in a sauce made of oil, red pep- 
per and red wine vinegar or occasional- 
ly in a queer sauce of butter and spice. 


Another way the French and their 


kindred here have .of embalming the 
artichoke in the memory of particular 
stomachs is to bake the dried heads, for 
which purpose the second crop or rowen 
of artichokes is preferred, in a meat pie 
with mushrooms. This dish has not yet 
made its appearance in New York res- 
taurants. 


Neither has the artichoke patty, an 


invention of the famous Parisian chef, 
Trisconi, now living in rich retirement 
on his estate near New Orleans, and 
cooking only occasionally on state occa- 
sions or for gourmets whose praise de- 
lights his poet nature. At a dinner given 
in 1884 by the New Orleans exposition 
management to some editorial visitors, 
Trisconi presented some of these famous 
patties, and ouo editor, whose name is 
a household word, remarked that such 
a dish could teach a man the art to choke 
himself to death without grieving, to 
which another replied that the art to 
joke in thut way was an editorial func- 
tion more honored in the breach than in 
tho observance, and in an awesome hush 
tho guebtB weut oil solacing their souls 
with patties. 


The composition of these culinary 


wonders is a profound secret, which will 
probably die with its Columbus, but 
there are many other ways—about 20 in 
all—of cooking tho artichoke, and somo 
of these methods carry elaboration to 
exivss Lot a brief description of ono 
way sufilcf. 


Yon take about six or eight plants of 


m< diuin i ir", remove the coarsest leaves, 
trim them off straight on top, cut out 
the cores c,r chokes, wash and drain care- 
fully. Tlu j-i fry tho tips in oil, and for 
-dressing chop up very fine half a pound 
of fresh pork fat, with tho same amount 
of butter. Add 8 minced shallots, a large 
spoonful of chopped parsley, salt, pep- 
per, nutmeg, a poand of minced mush- 
rooms and a gill of madeira. After thor- 
ough mis-ing divide into as many por- 
tions as you have artichoke shells and 
fill tho hollow plants. 


Cover these with bands of thick pork 


and tie around with strong string. Put 
these imprisoned artichokes now into a 
largo saucepan, with more pork, chopped 
carrots, onions, parsley, etc. Moisten 
with medium stock and white wine and 
let boil. 


Then skin and cook in an oven for an 


hour. Drain off the stock and reduce it 
with espagnole to a semiglazed state, 
sprinkling in just a suspicion of lemon 
juice now and then. Free the articokes 
from their cord and bands and serve 
them, thinly covered, not drowned, in 
their accompanying sauce. The name of 
the dish is artichants entiere a la bari- 
goule and is equal to a dinner of several 
courses. 
* 


By some persons this dainty vegetable 


has, boon confused with the so called 
Jerusalem artichoke, which is also eat- 
en, though chiefly by cattle. The Jeru- 
salem artichoke is not a true species at 
all, but of a kind of wild sunflower 
(hence its Italian name gifasole, turn- 
ing to suii), with a tuberose root that 
re&enibles a potato and tastes very like a 
delicate turnip when well cooked. 


Thin plant is called in some localities 


the Canada potato, in others the Vir- 
ginian. It was introduced into England 
in 1020, and its tops, when cured, were 
found to be good hay, five or six tons to 
tho acre, and its tuber was fed to cattle. 
It irf not quite as nourishing as the po- 
tato, having 4 per cent more water, but 
it is very fair eating in spite of the prej- 
udice against it. 
Once in a soil, it is 


extremely difficult to extirpate, and it 
has a curious gift of resisting cold, hav- 
ing never been known to be killed or 
spoiled by freezing. 


It was also introduced in southern 


Europe at the same time it came to 
England, and in some places its dried 
fibers are transmitted into cordage and 
coarse cloth. It got its odd name, Jeru- 
salem, in English, by a corruption of the 
Italian ua,rue, g'rasole, just as tomatoes 
got the name of love apples in French, 
pommes d'amorcv, by n French mistake 
of the Italian name pomi di Mori, apple 
of the Mooros, that vegetable having 
come to Italy from Morocco traders. 


It is a fact worthy of note that arti- 


choke flowers, like rennet, will curdle 
milk.—Jt>t Louis Post-Dispatch.. 


Bullet Proof Coats. 


Germany will not have a monopoly of 


bullet proof coats. An Englishman has 
made a. similar article of vegetable fibers 
from India ami Africa, which ia used 
daily at a London music hall, where a 
young woman wearing it is fired at by 
rifle experts with regulation army am- 
munition. There is no humbug about 
the performance, and the government is 
investigating the invention.

Houses of Ill-Fame. 


THE HOARD OP COUNTY COMMISSION- 
ers of Wnshoe County, State of Nevada, 
do ordain as follows: 


SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
owner, or ag-erit of any owner, or any other 
person, to loan or rent to any person what- 
ever any room or house to bo kept or used 
for purposes of prostitution, or to keep a 
house of Hl-futnei or resort for prot»l itution 
anywhere within the corporation limits of 
the town of Reno, Nevada, except in that 
portion of said town east and south of the 
lire limits, in Block Y, as now established, 
and the lands south of First Street, north of 
tho Truckeo river, and east of the fire limits 
as now established. 


SBC. 2. Any person violating: Section one 
of this ordinance shall bo deemed guilty of a 
nuisance, and upon conviction thereof shall 
be fined in any sum not greater than live 
hundred dollars or be imprisoned in the 
county jail of Washoe county for not exceed- 
ing t.ix months, or by both such fino and Im- 
prisonment,
